HE Court feems very uneafy at the Con- 
duct of the Catalonians, who refufe to 
- give the King any Subfidies, and ate 
falpected to be difcontented, becaufe 
their Viceroy has caus’d to be put to 
death two Perfons, who were accus’d of having had 
a hand in the laft Confpiracy, though the Inhabitants 
offer’d a great Sum of Money to fave their Lives. 
We are likewife apprehenfive of an Infurrection in 
this Kingdom, and a ftrict Eye is kept on theActions 
of fomeGrandees, who are thought-to hold Intelli- 
gence. with the Enemy. TheDuke of Cifuentes was 
taken in his Coach and pur under Confinement.Some 
fay they. haye carry’d him to Pampeluna, but others 
will have it, he has made his Efcape. The Duke of 
Verzagovas, 2 Member of the Council of War, who 
has often advis’d to disband the King’s Guards, is 
likewife taken Prifoner and fent to Granada. The 
Duke of Berwick is ftill here, expecting the Arrival 
of the Marthal de Teffe, and will then proceed on his.

Park, Nov.21. A confiderable Confpiracy has 
been difcover’d in Spain againft the prefent Govern= 


ment, and feveral Grandees have the chief hand in it, | 


5 or 6 of chem have already been taken up and con- 
fn'd on this Account, fome of whom have found 
means to make their Bfcape. According to the laft 
Advices from the Grand Prior’s Camp, which were 
of the 4th inftant, he was ftill encamp’d near Monte 
Chiaro, but intended to decamp the 7th or 8th to 
drow nearer to the Germans, or take Winter Quar- 
‘ors in the Brefcian.

Pars, Nov. 24. We have Advice from Milan that 
on the 7th Inftant the Duke of Savoy quitted his 
Camp at Crefcentino, and leaving a Garrifon in that 
Place, led part of his Cavalry to Chivao, and march’d 
with the reft to Turin; upon which the Duke of Ven- 
dome had fent moft of his Horfe to Montcallier, fira- 
ate on the Po, two Leagues above Turin. The 8th 
at Nighr the Trenches were open’d before Verrue, 
and carry’d on within Piftol-fhot of the Place.

By our laft Advices from Italy we learm that the 
Duke of Vendome had taken the Counterfcarp of 
Verrue, of which Place he hop’d to be Mafter before 
he 2oth of this Month. 


They write from Grenoble of the 15th, that the 
Duke de la Fiuillade was drawing together an Army 
of above 15009 Men, with a very fine Train of Artil- 
lery, between that Place and Briancon, with which, 
notwithftanding the ill weather, and rigour of the 
Seafon, he was to advance towards Turin ; whither 
the Duke of Vendome would likewife approach with 
his Army after,the Reduction of Verrue, to endea- 
vour to compel .the Duke of Savoy to quit the In- 
tereft of the Allies, by laying Siege to his Capital 

City, under the Walls whereof that Prince is retir’d 
with his Army from his Camp at Crefcentino. .

_ Vienna, Nov.t5, Baron Seilem has given his Impe- 
rial Majefty an Account of all the Trapfactions thac. 
happen’d in the Congrefs at Schemnitz, from whence 
the Minifters of England and Holland, who were co 
have been the Mediators of that intended Treaty, re- 
turn’d hither on Wednefday in the Evening. His Im- 
perial Majefty has difpatch’d an Exprefs to the Kin 
of the Romans, and to General Herbeville, to pe 
fome Regiments to march into Hungary, to reinforce 
the Body that is to be commanded by General Hei- 
fter, who is on his Departure for that Country. The 

_4Regiments that were at Lintz,.and had Orders to 
match into Italy, have receiv’d a Comnter-crder, and 
are now commanded to march into Hungary, as are 
likewife the Recruits thar are raifing in. Mcravia, 
Bohemia, Silefia, Stirta,and other Places. We nave 
Advice, that immediately after the Ruptuic c* the 
Negotiations at Schemnitz, Prince Ragotski gave 
Orders to his Troops to form the Siege of Nieuhau- 
fel, which ‘tis believ’d, is already done, the rather, 
becaufe great Firing was heard at Comorra from that 
fide ; and becaufe feveral French Ingeniers came 
fethe days ago, and took a clofe View of Nieuhaufel. 
The Malecontents pretend likewife to take Peft by 
‘Famine, and are drawn into the Neighbourhood of 
that Place, which is in a manner invefted. And Prince 
Ragotski has compell’d all the Inhabitants of the 
Country thereabouts, that are above 12 Yeats of Age, 
to promife upon Oath not to carry any Provifions 
into the Town. This Court takes great Umbrage, 
that the Swedes are advanc’d to the Frontiers of 
Silefia, with a Body of 12000 Men, fince the Action 
near Liffa with fome of the King of Poland’s

Vieert- 
man, Commiffary of the Approaches, arriv’d here 
from the Camp before Landau, with Advice that the 
Befiegers had difcover'd a great Mine in the Ravelin, 
which neverthelefs was fprung by the Befieged,where- 
by feveral Men were either kiff'd'or wounded > How- 
ever that very Mine had thréwn fo much Earth into 
the Ditcly thac it was fill’d with ir, by means whereof 
the Befiegers thar day made’ themfelves Mafters: of 
the Counterguard on the Right, where the Durch had 
made aBreach,and on that on theLeft where thePraf- 
fian Troops:had made another. ‘ Phat thereupon the 
Befiep’d, the day following, at Eleven in the Morn- 
ing, hung ont a White Flag, -and beat a Parley, de- 
firing Hoftages to be exchang’d on both fides till the 
Articles were agreed-on, which are faid to*be the 
fame in Effect that were granted to Monfieur Melac, 
when the Place was taken two years ago; but thar 
the King of the Romans had taken till the 24th to 
deliberate wherher he would confent to them or not.
